With a few minor exceptions the statistics compiled by the Zamindari 
Abolition Committee are of the nature of extracts from land records. Their 
accuracy depends, therefore, upon the accuracy of the annual land records 
themselves, the care with which the extracts have been made by revenue 
officials, namely, the patwaris and supervisor kanungos, and the quality 
of the supervision exercised by higher revenue authorities. The Zamindari 
Abolition Committee took considerable care to ensure the accuracy of these 

tables. 

(i) It explained thoroughly for the guidanoe of the staff how to compile 
figures from the village records and issued necessary instructions on all 
complicated points from time to time as the work of compilation progressed. 

(ii) All the patwaris were called to tahsil headquarters where they 
compiled the figures under the direct supervision o f the supervisor kanungos 
and the general supervision of the tahsildars and naib-tahsildars concerned. 

(iii) The supervisor kanungos and the superintending kanungos 
were made directly responsible for the accuracy of the figures compiled by 
the patwaris and were directed to check and sign a portion of the work done 
by the patwaris. 

(iv) The sub-divisional officers were required to visit their respective 
sub-divisions and to ensure the accuracy of the work done by their subor¬ 
dinate staff. 

(v) The services of two specially selected tahsildars, Shri Kunwar 
'Gopal Sharma and Shri Krishna Ram Saksena, were obtained to check the 
statements on the spot while under preparation and to explain to the staff 
how to compile them from the village records. One of them worked for 
:a bout a year and the other for about seven months. During this period these 
two officers visited all the districts of the Province at least once, and where 
necessary, more than once. They checked the statements by actual compari¬ 
son with the land records and counting of a large number of items. All 
dhe discrepancies detected by them were brought to the notice of the District 
officers concerned for rectification. 

(vi) Shri Momin Ali (Inspector of Kanungos), a highly experienced and 
able officer, was employed at the headquarters to check the statements 

received in the office of the Zamindari Abolition Committee. He checked 

all the statements received and brought to light a large number of discre¬ 
pancies which were subsequently corrected by the District Officers concerned. 

(vfi) As a result of these tests, both on the spot and in the office, the 
figures supplied by many of the District Officers had to be rejected and the 
revised figures were accepted only when all the errors had been removed. 
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In view of these precautions we are inclined to believe that the figures 
are reasonably accurate. 

The Government Orders that follow contain the general instructions 
issued to all the District Officers in the Province. For reasons of spaco we 
have not printed the large number of special instructions issued to parti¬ 
cular District Officers from time to time. 

In statements nos. 1 and 2 a zamindar has been counted only once 
irrespective of the number of districts in which ho owns land. In the other 
statements zamindars or other persons holding interests in more than one 
pargana have been counted as many times as the number of parganas in 
which they hold interest in land. 

This introduces a certain amount of double counting but the mar >in of 
error would not, in our opinion, bo large. Had we insisted upon the 
enumeration of one person in one place for all the statistics compiled by us, 
it would have involved a tremendous amount of correspondence and 
exchange of slips between one pargana or one district and another, and if 
anything, increased the likelihood of errors and confusion. As the margin 
of error is for all practical purposes negligble, we considered that simple 
method would on the whole give better results.

Sir, 

I am directed to relerto G. 0. no. 784/1—198-1946, dated April 18, 1946 
(copy enclosed for ready reference) in which information was called for re¬ 
garding the number of zamindars paying land revenue of different amounts. 
The figures received in reply to this Government Order give rise to doubts 
that tho zamindars who own land in moro than one village, pargana, 
tahsil or district have been counted more than once. As the accuracy of 
these figures is of the greatest importance in connection with the abolition 
of zamindari system, I am to request you to have a fresh enumeration made 
in the enclosed statement in such a mannor as to exclude the possibility of 
counting a zamindar more than once. Tho District Officers may be requested 
to give the matter their personal attention and ensure that the utmost care 
is taken in the preparation of these statements and adequate supervision 
is exercised to check their accuracy. It is absolutely essential that the 
statistical data supplied to the Zamindari Abolition Committee aro accurate. 

2. In addition to the instructions you may consider suitable to issue 
in this connection, the following instructions are necessary for the staff 
engaged on enumeration work : 

(i) a zamindar should be enumerated in the village in which he 
usually resides ; 

(ii) the name of and revenue payable by each non-resident zamin¬ 
dar (which can be ascertained from the residence recorded in the 
khewat) should be reported to the patwari in whose circle tho 
zamindar resides ; 

(iii) the reports mentioned in (ii) above should be sent to the patwari 
concerned through the supervisor kanungo of the circle if the residence 
of thezamind&r isinthe samo supervisor kanungo’s circle, through the 
supervisor kanungo concerned if the residence of the zamindar is in 
another supervisor kanungo’s circle of the same tahsil, through tho 
tahsildar concerned if the residence is in another tahsil of the seme 
district, and through the district officer concerned if tho residence is 
in another district; 

(iv) the statement should be prepared by the patwari s at the head¬ 
quarters of each tahsil under the direct supervision of the supervisor 
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kanungos and under the general supervision of tho tahsildar and naib- 
tahsildar concerned. The supervisor kanungos should bo held 
directly responsible for the accuracy of the statement ; 

(v) during the preparation of the statement the Superintending 
Kanungo must visit each tahsil at least twice and tho sub-divisional 
officer at least once and see that the statement is propared on correct 
lines. 

3. The above instructions, apply also to the statement called for in G.O. 
no. 15/Z.A.C., dated October 23, 1946 (copy enclosod for roady refer¬ 
ence). The figures should be rovised if already reported. 

4. The statement should be submitted to Government by the district 
officers positively by the end of February, 1947.

Reference G. 0. no. 276/Z.A.C—46, dated December 21, 1946, 
directing that a zamindar should bo enumerated in the village and tahsil 
in which he usually resides. It has been pointed out that there is some 
difficulty about enumerating zamindars who reside in tho Indian States 
or in other Provinces, for statements sent by District Officers cannot 
be oompilod there, 

(i) I am directed to explain that a zamindar residing in an Indian 
State or in any other Province : 

(а) should be enumerated in that village, pargana or tahsil 
of your district in which the larger part of his landed property 
lies, provided that he does not own land in any ether district ; 

(б) should be enumerated in the district in which tho larger 
part of his property lies; if he owns land in more than one district, 
a statement showing his name and the land revenue payable by 
him should be forwarded to the District Officer concerned. 

There should bo no difficulty in ascertaining these facts as the patwari 
remains in constant touch with the zamindars or their karindas, parti¬ 
cularly in connection with writing siyaha. 

(ii) A zamindar residing in a district in British United Provinces 
should, of oourse, be enumerated in the district in which he resides as 
already directed irrespective of tho question whether his landed pro¬ 
perty lies in tho district of his residence or not. 

(iii) Statements regarding non-resident zamindars should be for¬ 
warded immediately to the districts where they reside so that the 
District Officers may be able to prepare complete statements by the 
end of February. 

(iv) The following footnote should also be given below the state¬ 
ment to be submitted to Government : 

(а) Total land revenue of the district .. 

(б) Reported to other districts .. District Number Land

2. Certain District Officers have inquired whether the statement classi¬ 
fying zamindars according to the local rates given on the second page of the 
enclosure to G. 0. no. 276/Z. A. C, —46, dated Decembor 21, 1946, should 
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also be prepared in this connection. I am to point out that this statement? 
was called for by the Revenue Department of the United Provinces Govern¬ 
ment in G. 0. no. 784/1—193-1946, dated April 18,1946, for other purposes 
and it was mentioned in the above-noted Government Order for the sake of 
reference only, as will appear from its opening sentence. This statement 
is not required in connection with the Zamindari Abolition work. Only the 
statements classifying zamindars according to the land revenue payable by 
them are to be prepared. 

3. Certain officers have also inquired from which year’s ldhewat the 
statement called for in G. O. no. 276/Z.A.C.-46, dated December 21, 1946, 
is to bo prepared. Iam to say that the statement should be prepared on 
the basis of the most recent khewat, i.e., the khewat for the year 1364 
Pasli, which is available with all the patwaris. 

4. A question has also risen as to what should be the basis for classify¬ 
ing a revenue-free grantee. I am to say that the revenue-free grantees, 
shotfld be classified according to the nominal land revenue assessed on 
them or their predecessors at the last settlement. Where the Settlement 
Officer has not assessed the nominal revenue on such lands, the nominal 
revenue may be assumed on the basis of existing local rateB or acreage 
rates, as the case may be. 

6. I have been asked whether thekadars and mortgagees should be 
treated as zamindars for the purposes of this statement. It may be 
explained that for purposes of this statement the existence of mortga¬ 
gees or thekadars should bo ignored ; only the mortgagors or persons 
granting ihekas and the revenue recorded against their khatas should be 
taken into account.

In continuation of G. O. no. 417/Z.A.C., dated January 22, 1047, 
I am directed to state that oortain officers have inquired whether the Crown, 
Railways, or Local Bodies, such as District and Municipal Boards possess¬ 
ing land ina district should or should, not be oounted as zemindars in pre¬ 
paring the statements called for in G. O. no. 276/Z.A.C., dated December 
21, 1946. I am to explain that these owners cf land should not be counted 
as zamindars. The land revenue, if any, assessed on such properties 
should, however, be shown in the statement as footnote (2), the footnote 
required to be given under paragraph l(iw) of G. O. no. 417/Z.A.C., dated 
January 21, 1947, being numbered as footnote (1). 

2. Some officers have also inquired whether in the statement to be 
prepared under G. O. no. 276/Z.A.C.-46, dated December 21, 1946, the 
total amount of land revenue for each class of zamindars should or should 
not be given. I am to explain that this information should be given in the 
statement in the same way as in the statement called for in G. O. no. 
15/Z.A.C., dated October 23, 1946. The total number as well as the total 
amount paid by each class of zamindar should be reportod for each class 
boginning from thebottom “porsonspiying Rs.25 or loss as landrevenue” 
up to the class from “Rs.10,000 upwards.” 

The columns for this information were omitted in th® form of the state¬ 
ment due to a clerical error which is deeply regretted- In this connection 
it has boon pointed ovt that the patwaris have already collected this in¬ 
formation for determining the class of each zamindar and it is, therefore, 
hopod that the instruction given in this paragraph will not cause much 
inconvenience as the patwaris will require only a very littlo time to 
calculate the totals.

I AM directed to refer to G. O. no. 3473/1, dated October 16, 
1946 in whioh statements relating to size of holdings and various 
interests in land were called for. There is very little data in this 
office for checking the statements received in reply to this Govenment 
order besides a few simple arithmetical tests ; cnly the total holdings 
area and the area under various kinds of tenure-holders can be checked 
here. Even these inadequate tests have revealed serious errors in 
most of the statements and the district cfficers concerned had to be asked 
to correct them. Other details of the statements, the accuracy of which 
depends on correct counting and for which there is no check either in 
this office or in the district offices, are, I am afraid, likely to contain more 
errors. Further, the inspection notes of the Tahsild.ar on special duty, who 
inspected the work on the spit in a number of districts, show that the 
statements were not prepared with due care in several districts and were not 
adequately checked by tho supervising staff. I am, therefore, to request 
that the district offioers t f your division may please be directed tp have 
the statements, whether under preparation or already despatched, re¬ 
examined carefully in the light of instructions contained in the anntxure 
to this lotter and submit the revised figures or confirm the previous 
figures, as the case maybe, by the end of February, 1947. 

2. As the patwaiis will be busy at the headquarters of each tabsil in 
preparing the statements called for in G. O. no. 276/ZAC, dated December 
21, 1946, there should bo no difficulty in re-examining side by side the 
statements referred to above. 

3. I am to request further that the district officers may please be 
directed to hold the supervisor qane ngos and the superintending qanungo 
directly responsible for the accuracy of these statements, the importance 
of whioh cannot be over-emphasised. The sub-d.ivisior.al officers, while 
visiting tho tahsils for examining the accuracy of the statement calhd for 
in the G. O. no. 276/ZAC—46, dated December 21, 1946, should also ensure 
the accuracy of these statements.

Defects noticed in the Statements 
Statement called for in O. 0. no. 3473 ll, dated October 15,1946 

1. Some of the districts have prepared the statements on the basiB 
of the records for 1363 Fasli ihstea d of those for 1352 Fasli. 

Instruction. —Both the statements called foi undci this Government 
order should be prepared on the basis of tie records for 1352 Fasli. 

2. In one district it was found that only approximate figures had 
been calculated foi the whole tahsilonthebasisof data extracted from the 
records of a few patwaris. This method is wrong and the approximate 
figures thus calculated are quite unreliable. 

Instruction.— The actual figures should be extracted by each pat war i 
from his records. The supervisor qanungo should satisfy himself about the 
accuracy of the figures extracted by each patwari byre-doing a portion of the 
work himself and should sign the entries so tested in. tho statement pre¬ 
pared by the patwari. The statements prepared by the patwaris should be 
preserved in the tahsil for one year after their preparation to enrble subse¬ 
quent checks, if necessary. This instruction will apply to all the state¬ 
ments called for hitherto hy the Zamindari Abolition Committee. 

3. In many cases the total holdings areaB in the two statements 
do not agree either with each other or with the total holdings area 
reported in tho statement of holdings and rentals for 1S52 Fasli. 

Instruction .—The total hr idings area in each of the two statements 
should he identical with that reported in the statement of holdings and 
rentals for 1352 Fasli. 

4. In some districts the unrented grove-land has incorrectly been 

excluded from itom 15 of the statement relating to the number of persons 
holding various irterests in land. * 

Instruction .—Misunderstanding seems to have risen owing to the use 
of the word “ (rentod) ” in item 15. This was done,simply to distinguish 
tho groves held hy grove-holders from those held by zemindars which are 
unrented. Against this item the total area of grove-land held by grove- 
holders, whether rented or unrented, should be entered. 

5. In some districts it was found that the entries in the statement 

relating to size of holdings were incorrectly made, e.g., a holding of 12 acres 
held jointly by 4 co-tenants was grouped under the head, “ exceeding 10 
acres but not 12 ” instead of the proper heads as explained in the examples 
enolosed with the Government order. Similarly the number of persons 
holding land exceeding 2 acres but not 3 acres was shewn as 8,157 and the 
total area held by them all as 11,536 aores. Even presuming that each 
of these persons hold only 2 acres, the total area held by them all would 
amount to 16,314 acres. The figure 11,336 was, therefore, obviously 
incorrect. This shows that the method of counting was not explained 
thoroughly to the patwaris. * 

Instruction.— Tho example enclosed with the Government order 
should be carefully studied by the supervisor qanungos and explained 
thoroughly to the patwaris. The counting of each class of persons should 
be done with utmost care according to those examples.

I have the honour to refer to question no. 7 of the questionnaire 
publiehod by the Zamindari Abolition Committee. The question runB as 
follows: 

“7. Should there be a special rate for uag fa and trustB ? Would 
you distinguish between private and public waqfs and trusts ? If so, 
what should be the criterion? In case of mixed trusts in which 
part of the income is meant for public use and pert for private Use, 
how would you treat the two parts ? 

“ How would you deal with cases of waqfs and trusts whose 
income is primarily intended to benefit private individuals and the 
benefit to be derived by religion, charity or the public is a remote cr 
future contingency?” 

Note—B y ‘public trugt' is meant a trust the income of which is used for a charitable 
or religious purpose ; by ‘private trust’.is meant a trust whose inoome is used for the private 
benefit of the donor, or his family or heirs. 

I have been directed by the Committee to collect statement showing the 
total income from landed* property of waqfs and trusts, and the expendi¬ 
ture on religious or charitable purposes out of the income from landed 
property. Where landed property has been dedicated for a public purpose 
it will probably bcyrecordedin the khewat as waqfs or trust. But lam 
not sure whether it will be possible in all ca ses to discover from revenue 
reoords whether the or trust is for publicor private purpose. Where 

such details are lacking in the revenue records, the wagf or trust may be 
olassed as public or private or mixed on the basis of the local knowledge 
of the revenue officials concerned. Where, however, it cannot he ascer¬ 
tained whether property reoorded a s wagf or trust is dedicated for a public 
purpose or not it may be classified a s public. Efforts should., however, be 
made to give as aocurate information as possible, Similarly where the 
wagf or trust is of a mixed nature efforts should be made to discover what 
part of the income is spent on public purposes. While it would be desir¬ 
able to make the information a s aocurate as possible within the Bhort rime 
allowed it is essential that the inquiry should net take too much time.
